Cleveland, O., June 30.-Fér nearly a 
month the strike at the works of the Brown 
Hoisting and Conv eying company has con- 
tinued with frequent though individual at- 
tacks by strikers on workmen who had taken 
their places. The police have been patient 
under the abuse of the idle men, but today 
for the first time violence was shown the 
officers and they dealt the strikers a blow 
with a heavy hand. 

At 5 o'clock this afternoon 170 employés 
of the Brown company were marched from 
the works under the escort of eighty police- 
men to the car tracks on St. Clair street. 
A crowd of 5,000 men, women, and 
gathered and began hooting and hissing. 
Two motor cars came along and were six- 
naled to stop. The strikers yelled, ‘‘ Gb 
ahead; don't stop.“ The motormen im 
creased their speed and whizzed by. 

The police then marched the men in their 
charge a square farther away to a corner 
and halted for another car. 

The roaring crowd followed. 5 

Some one in the crowd threw a big stone. 
It struck Patrolman Keidel and cut open his 
head. Deputy Chief of Police McMahon 
then gave a prearranged signal and the 
crowd was given a terrible lesson. 

Forty policemen swung out into line and 
the other forty closed in around the men 
they were protecting. “4 

The first forty, under ¢ommand of Capt. 
English and Lieut. Dunn, charged the crowd 
with riot clubs. They hit to break heads. 

Two rushes up the street sent the crowd 
flying and left a dosen men lying on the 
pavement with bleeding heads. 

The police charged twice in the opposite 
direction, and then down a side street, using 
their clubs vigorously, | 

They scattered the crowd effectually and 
arrested four of the ringleaders, after split- 
ting the scalp of one ot them. 

In the meantime the police guarding the 
workmen stopped a car almost by force and 
sent their charges away. |

ARO ESCAPE OF A FUNERAL TRAIN, 


Disaster Due to Tender Trucks Leav- 
ing the Track in Midair-Is 
Barely Averted. 

The funeral train ’*on the Northwestern 
railroad narrowly escaped what might have 
been a fatal disaster at 3 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon near Cuyler, Between Ravens- 
wood and Gross Park the road is elevating 
its tracks, and they are now for the most 
part tortuous and uneven. 

While running at the rate of twenty-five 
miles an hour over the highest part of the 
roadway the front trucks of the tender 
left the tracks. The engine was running 
backward-and the tender after running on 
the ties for some distance had just started 
down the embankment when the engineer 
stopped thé train with a jerk that made 
the passengers think there had been a col- 
lision. Mad it not stopped at the instant it 
did the engine and perhaps the train would 
have followed the tender.

INSURANCE MEN POSTPONE THE 5 
PER CENT INCREASE TO AUG. 1. 
Underwriters’ Assceiation Appoints a 

Cemmittee to Confer with the May- 
or Looking to an Adjustment of the 
Dificulties—This Action the Result 
of the Pressure Brought te Bear 
by Large Property-Ownefs—Invea- 

tigation of Corporation Counsel. 


Property-owners will not be compelled to 
pay the 5 per cent additional premium for 
fire insurance until Aug.1. This was decided 
at the meeting of the Underwriters’ Asso- 
clation yesterday afternoon after a short 
discussion which developed an almost unani- 
‘mous belief that the resolution passed last 
Frigay, making the new rates immediately 
effective, was premature. 

The. members of the association deny that 


their action was in any way influenced by the | 


action of the City Council on Monday night 
ordering the Corporation Counsel to investi- 
gate the association. They ascribe their 
change of front to the influence of large 
property-owners, who have branded the in- 
crease without warning as most unjust, and 
to the fact that no official effort had been 
made to have the Couhcil repeal the ordi-

Underwriters’ Resolution. 
The resolution adopted yésterday is as fol- 
ows:

Fire Department was passed under a mis- 
apprehension of the amount of taxes already 
paid by the insurance companies.

Resolved, That the operation of the reso- 
lution adopted June 26 imposing an addition 
of 5 per cent to the premiums on all business 
in the City of Chicago be, and the same is 
hereby, postponed until Aug. 1, 1896, on and 
after which date it shall be in full force and 
effect on all insurance in the City of Chicago, 
whether renewals or new business. It shall 
be held to be a violation of the rules of this 
association for any member to enter into an 
agreement for insurance on property in the 
City of Chicago taking effect on-or after 
Aug. 1, 1896, without charging the additional 
5 percent. The cancellation of a policy and 
the rewriting for a longer term than the ex- 
piration named in said canceled policy with+ 
out charging the additional 5 per cent shall 
be a violation of the rules of the associ- 
ation.” 

The resolution was passed without oppo- 
sition,
